The Military Science De¬ 
partment has recently adopt¬ 
ed a new patch for the uni¬ 
forms. The university colors 
are used with orange as the 
background and “Vols” spell¬ 
ed out in white. The central 


feature of the patch 1 s a 
black and white shako (hat) of 
the same type that the Knox¬ 
ville company of Dragoons 
wore when members volun¬ 
teered for duty in the Mexi¬ 
can War (184648). The ROTC 
honor guard at Knoxville still 
wear replicas of the Dragoons' 
uniforms i n parades today. 
The patch was designed by 
Capt. Rufus Lazzell, an ROTC 
instructor at U-T Knoxville. 

Military training began at 
the University of Tennessee 
in 1844, just two years prior 
to the Mexican War, under 
the direction of Professor Al¬ 
bert Lee, a graduate of West 
Point. There is no positive 
proof, but many believe that 
the Knoxville Company of 
Dragoons in the Mexican War 
were, for the majority, stu¬ 
dents from his drill company. 
The Dragoons were command¬ 
ed by Capt. William R. Cas¬ 
well and served under Zach 
ar> Taylor, taking part in eve¬ 
ry major battle ot the Mexi¬ 
can War. 

It was in this war that the 
governor ot Tennessee called 
for 28,000 volunteers and was 
answered with 30,000 young 
Tennesseans. From this inci¬ 
dent we received our present 
title, "The Volunteer State.”

How would football have 
looked to the late Dr. Sig¬ 
mund Freud? What the fath¬ 
er of psychoanalysis might 
have said i s presented in 
“Freud, Football and the 
Marching Virgins,” a Novem 
ber Reader's Digest article by 
Thomas Hornsby Ferril, Den¬ 
ver poet-cditor-publicist. 

“Obviously,” he writes, 
"football is a syndrome of re¬ 
ligious rites symbolizing the 
struggle to preserve the egg 
of life through the rigors of 
impending winter. The rites 
begin at the autumnal equi¬ 
nox and culminate on the 
first day of the New Year 
with great festivals identified 
with bowls of plenty; the fes¬ 
tivals are associated with 
flowers such as roses, fruits 
such as oranges, farm crops 
such as cotton, and even sun 
worship and appeasement of 
great reptiles such as alliga¬ 
tors . . . 

“The egg of life is symbol¬ 
ized by what is called ‘the ov¬ 
al,’ an inflated bladder. The 


convention is repealed in the 
architectural oval-shaped de¬ 
sign of the vast outdoor chur¬ 
ches in which the service* are 
held . . . Literally millions at¬ 
tend ... in anticipation of 
violent masochism and sadism 
about to be enacted by a high 
ly trained pnesthood o f 
young men . . . 

“The ceremony begins with 
colorful processions of musi¬ 
cians and semi-nude virgins 
who move in and out of ritual 
ized patterns. This excites the 
the worshipers to rise from 
their seats, shout frenzied 
poetry in unison and chant 
ecstatic anthems."

Is the decreasing popula¬ 
tion of agricultural wooers 
good or bad for our nation’s 
economy? 

Every year the number of 
agriculture workers decreases. 
At the first of this century, 
one farmer produced enough 
tofeed ten people. Today one 
farmer produces enough t o 
feed 25 to 30 pe(^le. 

This means farmers must 
operate more efficiently and 
economically. They must use 
the natural resources on an 
optimum scale and improve 
them if they continue to feed 
our people. 

The decreasing number of 
agricultural workers is defin¬ 
itely good for our economy. 
The po^Iy educated and less 
economical farmers are being 
forced to seek another voca¬ 
tion, leaving only the better 
trained people on the farm. 

The Russians are leading 
the world in space travel, but 
in their agricultural program 
they are 50 years behind the 
U.S. If they were as far ad¬ 
vanced in agriculture as the 


U.S. is today. 60 million work¬ 
ers would be released to their 
industries. 

This farm situation is viv¬ 
idly pictured in the minds of 
the 193 agriculture students 
at U-T Martin. The UTMB Ag 
program is designed to give 
I its graduates a well rounded 
education, enabling them to 
obtain employment i n many 
fields. Studies for agriculture 
students vary from livestodE 
production to speech, from 
political science to horticul¬ 
ture, from bacteriology to 
journalism. 

When asked what the fut¬ 
ure plans are for the Ag de¬ 
partment, J. E. McMahan, the 
head of the department, repli¬ 
ed that the department will 
revise the courses of study as 
the need arises to keep pace 
with the changing economy. 
He said h e would like to 
bring more physical and bio¬ 
logical sciences and commun¬ 
ication courses into the cur¬ 
riculum.
